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O new encyclopedia of im- 
portance looms up on the 
horizon. Consequently li- 

brarians are chiefly concerned with 
what is happening to the encyclo- 
pedias which they have come to 
regard as standard. 

Because there is so little authoritativ- .a- 
formation in print concerning standards of 
encyclopedia revision, the article, ‘' Adequate 
Encyclopedia Revision,” written by Willard 
Heaps and published in the December issue 
of the Wilson Library Bulletin, is of special 
importance. Mr. Heaps is Associate inthe 
School of Library Service, Columbia Uni- 
versity, and is editor of the School Libraries 
Section of the Bulletin. 


UST before Christmas I spent a week 
J visiting libraries in Louisiana, and was 
greatly impressed by the forward- 
looking state library program. Louisiana is 
outstanding, of course, for development of 
regional libraries, and for its standardization 
of school libraries. Both projects have been 
carried out under ideal leadership and with 
the stimulus of direct financial aid from the 
state. An excellent library school and a com- 
prehensive and required course in the use ex 
the library indicate that the Louisiana Siate 
University is doing its part toward a perma- 
nent library building program.

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Recent Books on Photography

\, URING the last half century a new 
| ) art has arisen. What at first was 

Y man’s crude reproduction of visi- 
ble phenomena has developed into pictorial 
recording, not only of things visible, but of 
his moods and ideas. With the ever-increas- 
ing knowledge of its technical, mechanical, 
and chemical factors, photography plays an 
important part in the esthetic aspects of 
modern life. Thanks to the highly devel- 
oped, scientifically correct mechanism of to- 
day, the amateur need not accumulate a vast 
amount of knowledge in order to produce 
distinguished results bearing the stamp of 
his own interpretation. Moreover, he may 
read any number of books on his hobby or 
profession. This article is concerned only 
with those books published since Novem- 
ber 1937, for an earlier article in THE 
BooK.isT (34:15, S 15 37) discussed books 
up to that date. 


General Books 


General books on photography have been 
so numerous that it is difficult to make a 
selection. The second edition of Photog- 
raphy, Theory and Practice by L. P. Clerc 
(1937. Pitman, $10) is one of the most 
comprehensive to date. In addition there is 
the assurance that it is absolutely authorita- 
tive. The Modern Encyclopedia of Photog- 
saphy expertly edited by S. G. B. Stubbs and 


others (1938. American Photographic Pub. 
Co., $12) is a two-volume English collection 
written by 100 leading authorities. Every 
earnest student of photography has found 
C. B. Neblette’s Photography (1938. Van 
Nostrand, $6.50) an invaluable guide. It is 
still a standard in its third revised edition. 
Hans Windisch’s The New-Photo School 
(1939. Burleigh Brooks, 127 W. 42d St., 
N. Y., $2.75) has been labeled “the best 
textbook for the amateur.” A. P. Peck’s So 
You Want to Take Better Pictures (1939. 
Scientific American, 24 W. goth St. N. Y., 
$2) answers practically all the questions that 
might be asked by the most inexperienced 
user, yet presents much of value of a more 
advanced nature. Photographic Processes 
by J. E. Mack and M. J. Martin (1939. Mc- 
Graw-Hill, $5), written as a textbook for 
a course in photography at the University 
of Wisconsin, is well suited to the require- 
ments of the intelligent general reader who 
desires a sounder understanding of the pho- 
tographic processes than is conveyed in 
more popular works. The Handbook of 
Photography edited by Keith Henney and 
Beverly Dudley (1939. Whittlesey House, 
McGraw-Hill, $7.50), with its 30 chapters 
written by experts, will be of great value in 
the engineering library, but for the most 
part is too concise and scientific for the 
amateur. All photographers contemplating 
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the purchase of equipment will want to 
consult The Photographic Buyers’ Hand- 
book edited by A. R. Lambert (1939. Simon 
& Schuster, $2.75) which describes avail- 
able equipment and materials and points 
out the special features, advantages, and dis- 
advantages of each brand. Ratings of equip- 
ment and material are based on expert ex- 
amination and test in accordance with the 
usual practice of Consumers Union. 


Books on Artistic Aspects 


Those striving for more artistic and ef- 
fective pictures will find books to guide 
them. William Mortensen’s Command to 
Look (1937. Camera Craft, 425 Bush St., 
San Francisco, $2) discusses his theory that 
any picture that “goes places” does so by 
following a definite psychological formula 
and demonstrates its concrete application in 
a series of his prints that have won world- 
wide recognition. Max Thorek, a leading 
exponent of the control method in photog- 
raphy, and acknowledged high priest of the 
paper negative process, was well qualified 
to write Creative Camera Art (1937. Fomo 
Pub. Co., 3111 Tuscarawas St., W., Canton, 
Ohio, $3.75). His instruction is lucid, au- 
thoritative, and complete, and will open 
many avenues of thought to advanced work- 
ers. Those concerned with pictorial possi- 
bilities will be tremendously helped by P. 
L. Anderson’s Technique of Pictorial Pho- 
tography (1939. Lippincott, $3.50) which 
shows what has been done and what can be 
done with the much improved equipment 
of today. New Paths in Photography by 
Andreas Feininger (1939. American Photo- 
graphic Pub. Co., $2.75) will appeal to 
those who scorn conservatism and are will- 
ing to go to any means to gain the final 
end of graphic beauty. Arthur Ham- 
mond’s Pictorial Composition in Photogra- 
phy (1939. American Photographic Pub. 
Co., $3.50), now in its third edition, pre-

sents the more conventional viewpoint. Ex- 
cellent examples of present-day photograph- 
ic achievments may be found in the loose- 
leaf Modern Masters of Photography, Series 
I, Pictorialists, edited by Heyworth Camp- 
bell (1937. Galleon Pubs., Inc., roo Fifth 
Ave., N. Y., $3) as well as in the yearbooks 


too numerous to mention. 


Color Photography 


Life of Color Photography; the Eighth 
Art by Victor Keppler (1938. Morrow, 
$10) is acclaimed by some as the standard 
guidebook to color and is a worthy example 
of a most readable technical book. Keith 
Henney’s Color Photography for the Ama- 
teur (1938. Whittlesey House, McGraw- 
Hill, $3.50) will serve the amateur or pro- 
fessional who wants a clear-cut guide to 
effective field and laboratory procedures for 
making transparencies, separation negatives, 
and color prints. Colour Photography in 
Practice by D. A. Spencer (1938. Pitman, 
boards, $6), primarily for the commercial 
photographer, will prove a gold mine of 
information for the amateur seriously inter- 
ested in the subject. 


Commercial Photography 


Commercial photographers will profit 
from reading The Camera in Commerce 
(1938. Pitman, $3) by the English photog- 
rapher David Charles, who knows all the 
tricks and has explained them clearly. 
Geoffrey Holme’s Photography for Com- 
merce (1939. Studio, $3) is the second vol- 
ume in the Studio Camera Art series and it 
presents examples of outstanding work of 
the past five years. The pictures include 
still-life, action, fashion photographs, angle 
shots, and photo-murals. 

The ambitious press photographer will 
find Jack Price’s News Pictures (1937. 
Round Table Press, $3.50) an encyclopedia 
of practical information. It describes vari- 
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ous types of assignments and gives details 
of modern equipment as well as sound ad- 
vice on focusing, sighting, exposures, de- 
veloping, enlarging, and drying. A. J. 
Ezickson in his 15 years’ experience with 
many of the largest picture syndicates has 
had intimate contact with top-flight press 
photographers and it is their story he tells 
so well in Get That Picture! (1938. Nation- 
al Library Press, $2.50). In addition the 
whole mechanics of the gathering and dis- 
tribution of pictures, spot, news, and fea- 
ture, is described in detail. Pictorial Jour- 
nalism by Laura Vitray and others (1939. 
McGraw-Hill, $4) is a successful attempt 
to cover the whole field of pictorial journal- 
ism primarily for newspaper workers and 
schools of journalism. 


Developing, Printing, Enlarging 


J. I. Crabtree and G. E. Matthews, the 
authors of Photographic Chemicals and So- 
lutions (1939. American Photographic Pub. 
Co., $4), have had 25 years’ experience in 
compounding photographic solutions and 
studying their applications in the Research 
Laboratories of the Eastman Kodak Com- 
pany. Many is the photographic problem 
they have met, studied, and solved. The 
fruits of their labors are here presented in 
nontechnical language. Bromide enlarging, 
enlarged and paper negatives, gum printing, 
carbon, carbo fresson, oil, bromoil, and 
bromoil transfer are treated in F. I. Jor- 
dan’s Photographic Control Processes (1937. 
Galleon, $3.50). William Mortensen ex- 
plains the grooming of a picture for public 
presentation in Print Finishing (1938. 
Camera Craft, $2.50). The loose-leaf Photo- 
Lab-Index by H. M. Lester (1939. Morgan 
& Lester, 100 East 42d St., N. Y., $3.50) is 
a collection of recommended photographic 
procedures selected because of the frequency 
with which they occur in actual practice. 
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It is planned to publish four supplements a 
year on the subscription basis. Since con- 
trol processes have come into favor the 
method of printing by using paper nega- 
tives has become more and more popular. 
Nowell Ward gives simply written, easily 
followed instructions in Picture Making 
with Paper Negatives (1938. American 
Photographic Pub. Co., $1.25). Build It 
Yourself; Enlargers and Enlarging Acces- 
sories by E. Lawrence (1938. Galleon, 
boards, $1) is given over to complete con- 
struction data, including diagrams and di- 
mensions, material lists, required tools, etc., 
for several types of enlargers, vertical and 
horizontal, fixed and portable, simple and 
complex designs. F. I. Jordan’s Photo- 
graphic Enlarging (1938. Folmer Graflex 
Corp., 154 Clarissa St., Rochester, N. Y., 
$2.50) second edition, tells of the methods 
and devices which many photographers 
have found useful and convenient in the 
process of enlarging. 


Portraiture 


S. R. Jordan in Modern Portraiture (1938. 
Camera Craft, $3) offers practical advice on 
the psychological aspects of portraiture and 
presents instructions on making portraits 
of men, women, and children. Portraiture 
and the Camera by Marcel Natkin (1938. 
Camera Craft, $2) is a well-thought-out 
treatment of many of the major problems 
in modern portraiture. W. H. Doring had 
in mind the amateur who wants to make 
characteristic and interesting portraits of 
his relatives and friends in writing Lifelike 
Portraiture With Your Camera (1939. 
American Photographic Pub. Co., $2.) 


Lighting 
In Lighting Ideas in Photography by 
William MHerrschaft and Jacob Deschin 
(1938. Whittlesey House, McGraw-Hill, 
$2.75) the collaboration of an illuminating 
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engineer with a practical photographer has 
been a happy one, resulting in a book full 
of original ideas based on scientific fact. 


Trick Photography 


F. R. Fraprie’s Photographic Hints & 
Gadgets (1937. American Photographic 
Pub. Co., $3.50) is a collection of ideas and 
discoveries contributed by hundreds of en- 
thusiastic photographers. Descriptions, data, 
diagrams, and photographs tell how they 
have made everything from trifling gadgets 
to whole cameras. Secrets of Trick Photog- 
raphy by O. R. Croy (1937. American 
Photographic Pub. Co., $2.50) is a most 
acceptable compilation of short articles on 
photographic processes, many of which are 
in constant use by advertising and commer- 
cial photographers. It will spur the amateur 
who thinks he has reached the end of pos- 
sibilities and suggest a wealth of interesting 
and worthy achievements. Marcel Natkin’s 
Fascinating Fakes in Photography (1939. 
Camera Craft, $2) includes the technique of 
shadowgrams, photographs of smears and 
pictures printed through screens, reliefs, 
bas reliefs, photomontages, and many other 
trick processes in current use. Art of Table- 
Top Photography by A. E. Gleed (1939. 
American Photographic Pub. Co., $1.25) 
is beautifully illustrated with 20 pictures, 
each showing a different table top setup. 
Directions for making figures and scenery 
are also given. 


Moving Pictures 


How to Make Good Movies (1939. East- 
man Kodak Co., 343 State St., Rochester, 
N. Y., $2), written for the beginner, is 
exceedingly thorough in treatment. Much 
information about Kodachrome and some 
very interesting ideas about trick shots are 
included. Make Your Own Movies by A. 
L. Gale and others (1939. Coward-Mc- 
Cann, $3.50) is written by experts who not 
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only know what to do and how to do it 
but can impart their knowledge to others 
in an interesting fashion. Those who title 
their own films will want to read Amateur 
Film-Making by G. H. Sewell (1939. 
Chemical Pub. Co., 148 Lafayette St., 
N. Y., $1.50). They will also benefit from 
Professional Quality On Amateur Reversal 
Film by P. C. Smethurst (1939. Link 
House, 5/). 


Nature Photography 


Nature Photography Around the Year by 
P. A. Morris (1938. Appleton-Century, $4) 
starts with a detailed description of each 
piece of apparatus and every gadget im- 
ported in the outfit of the nature photog- 
rapher. It then considers each month of the 
year in turn, discussing seasonal subjects 
and corresponding photographic techniques. 


Infrared Photography 


Walter Clark’s Photography by Infrared 
(1939. Wiley, $5) is not for the fly-by- 
night amateur. It will undoubtedly be con- 
sidered for many years to come the only 
book on infrared camera work for the seri- 
ous photographer in this field. It is indis- 
pensable for biologist, botanist, paleontolo- 
gist, crime investigator, and other scientists 
or practical workers who make use of these 
invisible rays. In Flash! Seeing the Unseen 
by Ultra High-Speed Photography (1939. 
Hale, Cushman & Flint, 116 Newbury 
St., Bost., $3) Dr. H. E. Edgerton of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology de- 
scribes his technique of “spark” photogra- 
phy and presents a collection of illustrations 
difficult to believe, though the importance 
of many of them becomes obvious. 


Miniature Camera Photography 
The trend seems to be more and more in 
the direction of the miniature camera. R. 
L. Simon says that his Miniature Photog-
